MAIL ROUTE TO OREGON. 

| The Committee on the Post Office and Post 
| Roads in the Senate of the United States has re- 
| ported in favor of establishing a mail route to the 
| Oregon territory. 
The American population in Oregon is esti- 
| mated at ten thouseisd ; of the number employed 
| in the service of the Hudson's Bay Company we 
| have no estimate. It is believed to be due to 
| the ten thonsand Americans in Oregon that they

Forest, Pruit and ¢ ntal Trees: Another consideration, which is of great im- 


| portance, relates to the trading ihterest of our 
| people in the Pacific. According to some esti- 
{ mates our whaling vessels alone in that ocean 
| exceed in number six hundred, and give employ- 
ment to forty thousand men. By means of a 
regular mail route to Oregon an expeditious 
mode of communication would be had with that 
great commercial interest. The mouth of the 
Columbia would become the point at which the 
ships in the Pacifie would touch to receive ad- 
vices by the overland route, and to communicate 
intelligence by the same route to the merchants 
of the Atlantic cities. Nay, the great means of 
European correspondence with the Pacific, China 
and the East Indies would pass by this very 
route. The report of the Committee says : 
| Itis probable, however, that the greatest ad- 
| vantage to this country which a mail route to the 
, Oregon will produce, will be the immediate and 
| ultimate effects which it will have in strengthen- 
| ing the bonds of friendship and union between 
| the people of the East and the West: in afford- 
| ing the means of acquiring information of the 
| Oregon, so as to promote emfyration to those re- 
| gions, and ultimately to control the vast trade of 
| the Pacific ocean. “As an agricultural country, 
when compared with the valley of the Mississippi, 
| it is probable that the Oregon may be considered 
| of minor importance. As a manufacturing coun- 
| try, with its unlimited water power, it will, 
| when the population becomes dense, be of more 
importance ; but both of these together are of 
| but little importance to the United States when. 
compared with the gigantic maritime and com- 
| mercial power that must, in the nature of things, 
| soon grow up on the shores of the north Pacific, 
| should it be inhabited by the enterprising people 
| of this country. 

The trade and commerce of six hundred mil- 
lions cf people, about three-fourths of the whole 
population of the globe, is nearly as convenient 
to the mouth of the Columbia as the trade of 
Europe is to New York. The centre of the val- 
ley of the Mississippi is nearly as convenient to 
the trade of the Pacific as it is to that of the 
Atlantic. The vast commerce that now exists, 
and must grow much greater, wiil nurture and 
support many hundreds and thousands of seamen, 
who, while ee spread over the Pacific with the 
commerce of three-fourths of the world, will have 
their homes among the high mountains of Ore- 
gon, and their affections placed on the people of 
the United States. To secure this trade and 
this great maratime power, the government of 
the United States should lose no time in taking 
all the steps necessary to facilitate emigration, 
and extend the protection and benefits of our 
laws to that country. The establishment of a 
mail route to the Pacific will be one of the incipi- 
ent steps, and one of the most important that can 
at this time be taken. 

Not having seen a copy of the Report entire 
we do not know what particulars are recommend- 
ed as to the mode of conveyance for the Oregon 
mail. Col. Benton s gested in the Senate some 
time ago that a part of the force of mounted rifle- 
men to be raised for guarding the route io Ore- 

gon might be employed as couriers to convey the 
_ naib. could go in detachments of five or 
six well armed and mounted; at regular stations 
on the route fresh men and horkes would be kept 
ready for their relief; and thus, without inter- 
mission the whole distance could be speedily 
travelled. The land route might be considerably 
shortened by having small and swift steamers to 
| run as far as possible towards the head waters of 
the Platte, and communicate with the overland 
couriers. [Baltimore American.
